Ottawa, June 27. The Ottawa de- 
spatch of tin. 22nd to tlie Times aston- 
ishes everyone here ace t id' its 

gross perversion of the truth. Your 
correspondent showed it. to Col. Prior 
and Mr. Parle to-night. They stated 
that the telegram headed "Useless Ob- 
struction" is a perfect tissue of lies. 
Pol Prior showed up the disgraceful tac- 
tics of tlie government in their treat- 
ment of a telegraph company to whom 
they had given a charter to build a line 
from Vancouver to Dawson. Neither 
hi' nor Mr. Parle nor Sir Charles Tupper 
opposed a line being built as an all-Cana- 
dian line, as Hansard will show. No 
scheme of a line from Seattle to Dawson 
ever was mentioned by anybody in tlie 
house. 

The Yukon Scandals. 

Sir Hibbert Tupper to-day carried out 
the promise that he would renew ami 
establishes his charges against the Yukon 
government, lie began by citing a num- 
ber of precedents from Canadian and 
Imperial sources for the course lie was 
taking. He compared the unwillingness 
of the government to institute a Yukon 
inquiry with the wonderful zeal dis- 
played in investigating all sorts of 
trumped-up charges against officers un- 
pointed hy the late government. In the 
Yukon case Mr. Sifton could la' got to do 
no more than appoint his relative to try 
the charges against Sil'ton's department. 
The evidence shows that Commissioner 
Ogilvie has no idea id' the duty of a 
judge. He sat still and did nothing un- 
til Mr. Clement, legal adviser for Yukon, 
arrived, and Mr. ( 'lenient gave decisions 
and rulings as though Ifo had something 
to do with the matter. Mr. Clements 
services seem to have been used to as- 
sist. Mr. Ogilvie in suppressing testi- 
mony. 

Sir Hibbert pointed out that insuper- 
able ditlieulties were thrown in the way 
of the millers proving their case. While 
in prosecutions aganst Conservative of- 
lieials government money was poured out 
like water to gather in evidence. Yukon 
complainants were expected to bring 
miners) from distant creeks over areas of 
hundreds of miles at their own expense. 
He read from the report of the evidence 
to show that Commissioners Ogilvie and 
Clement browbeat and bulldozed wit- 
nesses and complainants, ami that they 
ruled out all cases in which any part of 
evidence referred to matters occurring 
after August last. 

Sir Hibbert went into all examination 
of the evidence, showing how bribery 
was employed to get preference in the 
gold commissioner's otlice and how rela- 
tives, friends, Indian employees, and do- 
mestic servants of Major Walsh were 
to get advantages in obtaining mining 
rights. Sir Hibbert spoke until 11 
o'clock and then by arrangement sub- 
mitted his amendment which is a formid- 
able document of 15.000 words. He will 
continue his speech to-morrow. The 
amendment says: 

"Sir Charles" Hibbert Tupper declares 
he is credibly informed and believes that 
with the same co-operation and super- 
vision of the department of justice as 
was given by the government in connec- 
tion with the Manitoba election frauds 
investigation, he can establish before a 
commission composed of eminent judges 
ami clothed with full powers, that Mr. 

Sifton, minister of the interior, lias I n 

guilty of scandalous neglect, delay ami 
mismanagement in the administration of 
!ns department in Yukon. 

"Th. u the government on the recom- 
mendation of Mr. Sifton appointed oil) - 
rials incapable, incompetent, inefficient 
and corrupt to positions requiring experr 
■•me. technical knowledge and integrity 
of character. 

••That Mr. Sifton lias been guilty of 
favoritism nnd partiality in this admin- 
istration of the laws and regulations 
Iseveral cases are cited). 

•''thai gross abuses have taken placi 
in connection with liquor permits. 

" 'Hint official favoritism anil partiality 
was shown to representatives of the 
North American Trading Company. 

"That Major Walsh as commissioner, 
by acting in a manner repugnant to the 
honor ami policy of the Dominion of 
Panada, brought the Queen's authority 
and name into contempt. 

"That Major Walsh was guilty ol 
mislxhu vionr while in office (several 

eases being cited) and showed gross 
favoritism to Lucille plliott. with whom 
he hud liaisons. 

"Thill oliicials of the government in 
tlie Yukon have been guilty id" breach of 
Ii list and fraud, have accepted bribes, 
resorted to blackmail, and made unfair 
and fraudulent use of official knowledge. 

"That the postniaster-general was 
guilty of gross neglect in the administra- 
tion of the postal service to and from the 
Yukon." 

The motion concludes with a roipiest 
for the appointment of a royal commis- 
sion of two Superior court judges, with 
full power to investigate all the charges 
set forth. 

Sir Hibbert Tupper staked his political 
future, and said he would forfeit hi* 
seat in the house if he could not prove 
his charges before a judicial commission. 
The general impression is that in the face 
of this formidable indictment the govern- 
ment must take action.

- The Star in a 
leading article to-night headed "A 
Monstrous Scheme," says: " An inquiry 
of Ihe government made by Sir Macken- 
zie Lowell in the Senate has called pub- 
lic attention to of the most astonish- 
ing features of the Intercolonial exten- 
sion deal, and one which has hitherto 
escaped notice. This is nothing less 
than an agreement by which the govern- 
ment of Canada hinds itself for D!) 
years to giv,. all its west-bound Uueon- 
signed traffic controlled by the Intercolo- 
nial, or its connections, destined for 
points west thereor reached by the 
Grand Trunk and its connections, to the 
Grand Trunk system. 

"That is to say, for !1!) years all the 
'controllable freight,' originating at any 
point on the Intercolonial or its connec- 
tions, and destined for the Canadian 
Northwest or British Columbia, must go 
from tin' western terminus of the Inter- 
colonial by the Crand Trunk and its 
A inericiin connections. 

" Por !>!> years the government, hinds 
itself to discriminate against any now 
existing or future Canadian route ia 
favor of the' Grand Trunk and its United 
States allies. Practically for 09 years 
the Grand Trunk is to have the advan- 
tages without the disadvantages of a 
lease of the Intercolonial. 

" Such stupendous concessions as this 
are never granted hy one railway com- 
pany to another without corresponding 
onsiderations. One company guarantee- 
ing the interest upon the bonds of iiu- 
ither. might enter into such an arrange- 
ment, and think itself fairly compensated 
by getting a monopoly of the other com- 
pany traffic for a century; but surely 
it never entered into tlie head of any 
railway man to grant such a privilege for 
nothing, or to throw it as an unconsid- 
ered trifle, not worth mentioning, into a 
bargain. 

" But what does Mr. Blair get for 
Canada in consideration for his tying tlie 
hands of the Intercolonial and making 
it a feeder of the Grand Trunk anil its 
eoliheetiops for it!) years? He gets sim- 
ply an undertaking from the Crand 
Trunk that all traffic originating on that 
line and its connections destined for 
points on the Intercolonial shall be given' 
I i the Intercolonial at Montreal. A 

ii ni's thought will show the wortli- 

lessness of the consideration. There is 
no comparison between the two volumes 
of business respectively given each com- 
pany to Ihe other. 

" So far as points only reached by the 
Intercolonial are concerned, the conces- 
sion amounts to nothing, because obvi- 
ously the freight would have to go by 
the Intercolonial under any circum- 
stances. So far as through traffic for 
Atlantic ports is concerned, the Crand' 
Trunk's interest will be to divert every- 
thing possible to Portland for its owie 
benefit, rather than let it go to Canadian 
ports for tlie benefit of the Intercolonial. 

" It is difficult to characterize such an 
agreement in parliamentary language, 
but it is.certainlv the most, unpatriotic, 
unbusinesslike feature of tlie who!; 
Drummond County deal. There is no- 
estimating the value of the privilege Mr. 
Blair is throwing away, simply because 
there is no estimating the extent of 
business between tlie Intercolonial At- 
lantic ports and Western Canada be- 
tween now and a hundred years hence.

A NORTHERN GABLE. 

We have Ihe Toronto (ilobe's report 
of the discussion in the House of Com- 
mons over ihe telegraph line to Dawson 
City. It will be remembered that de- 
spatches t.i the Tini<>s represented Col. 
Prior as taking an altitude hostile In 
Victoria and British OoJumbin- The 
Colonist said al. the time that all that 
had probably been done was that the 
representative of this ett.v entered a pro- 
test ug-ninst what he regarded as a 
breach of faith on the pari of Ihe gov- 
ernment This is the whole matter ac- 
cording ti> the Globe's report, and the 
reply id" the governmenl seems to have 
simply been an attempt lo show thai 
there was no had faith with any one. 
Sir Wilfrid Naurier made some observa- 
tions about Ihe intention of the govern- 
menl t<> secure an all-Canadian line, but 
ho said nothing about Cel. Prior favor- 
ing a line that would not he in Canada's 
interests. The only question seemed to 
he whether Mr. Roebt>'x company had 
been properly treated. No difference of 
opinion was expressed on the question of 
policy. Col. Prior's criticism was a 
very proper one under the circumstances, 
for it is highly desirable that anything 
having the least appearance of bad faith 
about it should be exposed. The facts 
in the possession of Col. Prior fully war- 
ranted bis remarks. Whether the 
plana! inns offered by the government 
were sutHeionl is quite immaterial so far 
as tin' propriety of his action in the 
premises Ls concerned. We have no in- 
tention of discussing Ihe merits of .Mr. 
Roche's complaint, our only object being 
to show that the charge against Col. 
Prior was without any foundation what- 
ever. 



TIIK ALTERNATE CLAIMS. 

The Klondike Nugget is up in arms 
because it. learns that the government 
proposes to sell the alternate claims, re- 
served under the milling regulations, al 
public unction. The Colonist did not 
favor the reserving uf those claim* in 
the first place, but now that they have 
been reserved, u<> way of disposing of 
them occurs to us, except public auction, 
that would give general satisfaction, per- 
mit all persons to havens nearly as pos- 
sible an equal chance, and avoid any 
opportunity for political favoritism to get 
in its work. The Nugget wants to know 
what people would think if the govern 
n cut reserved alternate hits in a town- 
site ami sold them at public auction 
after the building up of the town had 
made tJicm valuable. There may be 
something very wrong in such a thing, 
but we confess to Ik' unable to appre- 
ciate it, so long- as Hie reservation did 
not retard the building up of the town. 

When it comes to fixing the terms at 
which the alternate claims shall be sold, 
the government will liiivi-nii opportunity 
to show if* tact. If the terms are lo he 
dish, CWIipfJlftjuU will he restricted lo a 



comparatively few people. If it Ten-cut- 
oge of tin.' output is to he the price, 
there will be more competitors. Unless 
some good reason can be advanced why 
the claims should not be disposed of at 
unction, ami some other suitable plan is 
proposed, the Colonist will have to de- 
cline lo accept the Nugget's suggestion 
of a general newspaper protest against 
the principle of the proposed plan, re- 
serving its criticism fur the detail*.

This is the regular course follow 
cd in matters of this kind, and in taking 
it Sir Hibbert will he heartily supported 
by all persons who have given the sub- 
ject careful consideration. Without de- 
siring to reflect even in tin- most indirect 
nay upon the integrity of Mr. William 
Or! I vie, w« ly say thai ihe investi- 
gation conducted by hint has wholly fail- 
ed to give public satisfaction. lie dis- 
covered nothing and does not appear to 
have been given the facilities nece 
to discover anything. 

In taking the attitude which In 
assumed on this question Sir Ilibbert 
'flipper has displayed great courage and 
has given the besl proof possible of his 
sincerity, If there is nothing concealed, 
which a judicial inquiry will bring to 
light. Ihe government has il in its power 
to strike him a blow, from which he 
w ill he a long time in recovering, simply 
by graining the inquiry asked for. If 
nothing is proved U) warrant Ihe allega- 
tions, fur which Sir Itihhert has solemnly 
tllUen the responsibility in bis place ill 
parliament, the resull of the inquiry will 
be fatal to his reputation as a public 
man. No one understands this better 
than he, ami the course which he has 
taken is in full view of ibis grave per- 
sonal consideration. His speech on the 
Address, ill which lie deall ill very grave 
allegations against the Yukon olllcials. 
was severely criticized at the lime on 
the ground that it asked nothing from the 
present government ami commit led him 
lo nothing. His demand for a judicial 
inquiry ought lo be granted without

The story published yesterday, of the 
finding of three victims of scurvy dead in 
their hut on the Teslin trail. well 
equipped and provisioned, is one 
which no one can read unmoved even in 
Ihe changeful life of this Western world, 
where no one is his brother's keeper and 
where so many painful events arc of 
constant occurrence. The 1V\* incident 
related suggest that the victims of this 
fruitless quest for gold were young men 
who had at least a fair share of pros 
lierity in their English homes. Now I hey 
rest ill nameless graves ill the heart of 
ihe Northern wilderness. The peculiar- 
ly sad feature of their experience is that 
they died surrounded with plenty. Other 
cases, and only too many of them, have 
been reported, where death came lo the 
relief of the tired Wanderers in i lie awful 
form of starvation. In others the hungry 
rivers swallowed them up. Hut the 
amount of suffering endured by the gold 
seekers is not to be measured by tin 
death roll. Extreme privations have 
been endured by thousands, who have 
not succumbed to them, and who are now 
at the goal of their hopes in Cassiar. 
A t li il, Klondike or smne oilier gold field. 
Will there not be universal assent to the 
assertion that these men deserve and 
should receive every consideration 
the hands of the governmenl, 'bat c 
reasonably be asked'.' Is it right il 
men lifter facing toil, hardship and pe 
should find themselves Unvaried by b 
laws or by good laws badly admin 
tered '.'

Il appears that llagenbaeh anil his 
wit,- lived in Victoria together prior to 
Inst October.

In October Inst. .Mrs. llagenbaeh left her 
linsbaiid. Afterwards she went to live 
with a Creek fruit vendor names S. 
Antone Sarantis, who is something of 
mi athlete with ii local reputation in Vic- 
toria. Iliigenbaeh denied that his wile 
deserted him for Sarantis. I i is idea 
seemed to be that she had gone to living 
with tile Creek some lime after leaving 
him. Sarantis accompanied Mrs. llagen- 
baeh to Seattle when she came here to 
have a criminal operation performed. 
Chief of Police Iteed wired the Vic- 
toria police to-day not to let Sarantis 
escape, lie asked that Sarantis be made 
to tell who is the doctor that performed 
the operation upon Mrs. llagenbaeh. 
The local police believe that within a 
very short time they will he in posses- 
sion of his name. 

The Victoria police who were notified 
early in the day of the identification of 
the murdered woman and Sarantis' sup 
pose] connection with the case made an 
effort yesterday to find Sarantis and in- 
terview him, but were unsuccessful, lie 
was not around his place of business on 
Douglas street, near ih,. corner of Pan- 
dora, but at the same time it is not 
thought that he has left the city. 

Mrs. llagenbaeh is a native of Vic- 
toria, her father, W. II. Brooks, two 
sisters, and several children, besides her 
husband residing here. She was married 
some ten years ago. her husband being a 
painter- by trade.

Atlin, .luno lii.^- At last, lifter :i Iomk 
■and weary wait to the people uf iliis ills- 
Irict, Mr. Justice Irving arrived on the 
steamer from Bennett this morning, utiil 
it is announced that bo will open court 
fur the hearing ot disputes n%ni riling 'no 
mineral eluim.s on Mouduy next. There 
are several hundred of theut to bo tried, 
and it is feared thai it will n»w require 
the remainder of the seiiHon in which to 
hear and ndjudietite upon them all. 
Along with Judge IrvuiK there urriveil 
Mr. E. M. N. Woods, of New Westniin- 
ster, who 1 tun informed lias been ap- 
pointed to the otliee of st ipcmlinry magis- 
trate here. Some HO or -1U passengers 
also arrived on tl.o hoat. Ciiptuins 
Armstrong mid Irving were in charge, 
the Intter of whom is suffering from an 
ugly bite from a bear on the right fore- 
arm, ('apt. .Tohn was feiiling what 
was believed to lx' a tame bear when he 
received the injury, which shows thai 
Bruin was not as tame as he might have 
been. 

Along with Judge Irving there arrived 
aUu the intelligence that the government 
has decided to "lay over" all claims til! 
the 1st of August. This further exten- 
sion of tlic open season is the subject uf 
heated adverse comment amongst the 
genuine miners here, as it is regarded as 
simply another act on the part nf tin' 
government in shielding the owners nf 
claims here who are holding the ground 
only for speculative purposes. Hut il is 
sadly to the detriment of the mining in- 
dustry of the district. Hundreds of 
claims are now being held by speculators, 
who would either have lo work them or 
allow some one else to do so, if it wfre 
not for these outrageous extensions thai 
have been going on from month to 
month. Meanwhile' hundreds of miners 
are being kept in idleness who would 
otherwise have employment. This last ex- 
tension of the "lay-over" will to a large 
extent kill this season's work in the 
camp, and the district will emerge from 

the season's operations with a r nl for 

gold-getting far short of what it should 
have been. The government and the 
speculator scent to lie working in to- 
gether l>eaulifully in this governtnent- 
strangled mining camp. 

Since my last lenor I am please,! t,. 
say that bedrock "has been reached on 
many of the claims, anil utmost invari- 
ably very fair pay- in some eases very 
rich pay -has been struck. There is a 
decidedly belter feeling all around, and 
the camp is settling down hi a better 
understanding of the natural conditions 
and a fairer estimate of the value of the 
claims. I know unite a number of 
claims where, working on bedrock, the 
pay is all the way from one to three 
ounces a day per man, and in all these 
oases the work is being pushed wit 1) 
great vigor, in order to get as mm h out 
as possible before high water i-onics oil. 
The water in all tin- creeks ha - now 
risen very considerably, and the volume 
is daily increasing. In numbers of 
eases tile wing-dams that have been put 
in in the creek claims have been washed 
over, mid the work consequently sus- 
pended. This high water, however, 
does not of course interfere with the 
bench claims, mtmbers of which are turn- 
ing out remarkably well. I have heard 
recently some excellent reports from 
MeKoe creek, and certainly a great deal 
of work is going on there. Boulder creek, 
loo, is reported to he doing well; hut 
so far the greater amount of gold is 
being lakeu out of Tine creek, hut I his 
is to he attributed, I lulieve, to the fuel 
thai on l'ine the work is much further 
advanced than elsewhere. 

ll was reported here last week thai 
the government had begun the issue of 
hydraulic leases, and the news was re- 
ceived with delight, because it meant 
thai a good (bail of work would he gone 
.in with that has been awaiting the action 
of the government regarding the leases. 
Hut the report nl' the granting of leases 
has been again denied, mid there is con- 
sequent disappointment. Ii is impossi- 
ble to understand on any ground of fair- 
ness the inaction of i he government witli 
regard to these leases. It is now plain 
to all mining men here thai the great 
industry of the country will consist of 
hydrauiieing t hat indeed the Whole dis- 
trict iH one of (he greatest hydraulic 
proposition* in the World- and slid the 
government delays the granting of the 
leases which would enable the initial 
work of prospecting to he proceeded 
willi. The season is now rapidly draw- 
ing to a close, and if [he work of pros- 
pecting is not done this season, not only 
will many miners ho kept mil of employ- 
ment which they are greiith* in tied of, 
hit; ii will be impossible lo go on with 
the flotation of the companies during the 
winter. Enterprise is dicing sin ugh toned 
here in I he most shameful manner. '1 
have heard it mentioned that one reason 
why the government refuses lo grant 
'lleeiiflcs is that (hey are apprehensive of | 
.aliens bocoruinjt interested as stockhold- 
ers in the companies thai will be 
'launched — in fnot controlling the com- 
panies through their slock "interests, and 
fhns rendering futile (he alien bill that 
was passed at the last session of the 
legislature. Hut even if that were so, 
is a whole district to be strangled iu its 
industries on that account? As n matter 
j>f fact, however, the people taking out 
lenses here nre doing so either in their 
own interests or in those of Canadian or 
Hritish capitalists, so that the Insane 
.dread of an alien with money getting a 
linger in the pie is not well founded. 

In my last letter I reported the appoint- 
ment of h delegation of citizens to pro- 
coed to Victoria to protest against the 
neglect of' this district by the authorities.

Ii is true that 
reports of marvellous riches which 
d i In-ir way into Coast papers last 
and winter were not justified by the 
s— indeed, were pure liction— but that 
does not say that we have not the niuk- 
iu^s of a very productive mining camp, 
here all the same. And I believe it is a 
camp which will remain productive for 
many years. Such development as has 
taken place here this year (woefully re- 
tarded as it has been b.t government in 
activity! is sullicient to show that gold 
exists here in very considerable quanti- 
ties and under c lit inns thai will make 

its recovery very profitable. Bui il will 
be mainly by hydraulic process. There 
is no doubt that many of the creek and 
bench claims will yield handsomely to 
their owners, hut 1 would mil advise any 
further immigration lo the country of 
placer miners except those possessing 
experience and some capital at their 
back. i! is decidedly mil a poo,- man's 
country iu the sense of anybody being 
able to get in here and make a fortune, 
(ioo.l miners are wanted, and they will 
he more in demand next year than Ibis. 
But it is unquestionably a line country 
for exploitation by capital. There are 
enormous deposits of gold-hearing gravels 
rich enough and extensive enough to 
furnish genuine and profitable industry 
for fifty years to come, and iu saying 
this, enough is known of the amount of 
gold contained in the gravels lo speak 
with the most perfect assurance. 

Several days ago a couple of miners 
liroujrhl in and .-old ai one nf the banks 
some li'd ounces of coarse gold. This 
news caused a ritlle of excitement, lull 
it was sonic time before the information 
leaked out that the gold had been 
washed out of n creek over ill the Teslin 
lake region, and a mild stampede was 
occasioned thereby. Bin all is again 
"quiet on the I 'otomuc."

On First street, 
which is ihe principal business street, 
Ihe purchaser of a lot was required to 
erect within six months a building of the 
value of at least $1,000; on Second 
street the value of 1 he building- was io 
he $500; on Third street, and on 

all other strecls the value of the building 
was 10 he in proportion 10 ils proximity 
to (lie main business thoroughfare. Thus 
it occurred that very few lots were sold 
exeept to people who intended to use 
them for either business or residential 
purposes. Considerable building had al-

'I'll, -re can he 10, doubt thai the lots sold 
would have fetched a great deal more 
mouej to the government had it not 
been for the absurdly high valuation iu 
many instances on the "improvements." 
These valuations constituted an embargo 
on the sale which the .government will 
probably be called upon at some lime to 
explain. A glance at the above list will 
show that on the important streets, 
w here there were no "improvements" on 
ihe lots, ihe prices obtained were much 
above Ihe upset price of the government 
and much also above the price realized 
by the government on lots where these 
absurd valuations of improvements had 
been allowed. The valuation in many 
cases was ten limes more than the real 
■vnlue. The result was that those who 
hud squatted on lots were allowed to 
keep them, and in the case of a genuine 
squatter, there will perhaps be little ob- 
jection. But the objectionable feature 
conies in in cases where (he BqUnHiTH 
claim was a mere fiction, but where 
nevertheless the valuation of improve- 
ments allowed was so high ns to preclude 
the possibility of any competition at the 
sale for tJie lots. In one insluuee, on 
I'earl street, I saw the frame of a 12x14 
tent, conKtr.ucted of poplar saplings and 
without any covering on il, valued at 
$250. The lot was a valuable one so 
far as location is concerned, hut of 
course no one was willing to give what 
was pructicnlly a bonus of $250 to the 
alleged squatter for his "right." and con- 
sequently the lot went at the upset price 
There were many instances of an almost 
equally llagriuit nature, and of course as

Stories of Trials, Hardships and Death 
in the Northern Country. 

Five deaths by drowning and a pos- 
sible murder are reported by the re- 
luming Uawsonites. An interesting story 
of hardship on the Edmonton trail comes 
| from Dr. .1. It. Coiiolly, a Chicago Rc- 
: cord correspondent, who headed a big 
I party, two of which were drowned. The 
liM of dead include: John Beauret, Chi- 
cago; T. C. Orchard. Chicago; Harry 
Scott. Dawson, two unknown Hunker 

I creek miners; unknown miner murdered 
on White river by Indians. 

| The Chicago and New York parties 
reached Dawson on June li after spend- 
ing from lo to Hi months on the trail. 
The men who got through are Dr. .1. K. 
Conolly, Chicago; I!. Wilehcn, Brooklvii; 
David Hopkins, New York city; D. M. 
Dalltish, V. I'. Moran, Ottawa; M. A. 
McLean. Chicago; .1. Orchid. Chicago: 
.1. B. Hull, Chicago; and A. K. Harris, 
of Michigan. Tile Iwn parties came to- 
gether at the Swan mountains and trav- 
elled into Dawson in company. 

The Hopkins party left Edmonton on 
December l"i, ISO", and the Conolly 
party left on February 20, I8SI8. Jean 
Beaurel was drowned en July 21st, and 
T. (J. Orchard perished in the I'eel river 
on September 8. Both fell off rafts 
while shooting rapids in the river. 

The [unties sledded across from Ed- 
monton over the Swan mountains, a dis- 
tance of -ion rSlles to the Peace river, 
where they Iniilt boats. They floated 

| down through Slave river to the Ureal 

' Slave lake ami down the Mackenzie to 
Mcl'herson. 

i They ro|ied their boats up the Peel 
liver about 200 miles after much dilll- 
eiilt work. They prospected in the I'eel 
lliver country from August until Decem- 
ber IS. They found nothing on the river 
to warrant locating and as their provis- 
ions were running short decided lo gel. 
outside if possible. 

They started for a pass in the Itoeky 
mountains and wen- four months cov- 
ering the 12." miles. The route was a 
terrible one. They had mi Hail to follow 
and were short of supplies. They finally 

got through the inlains after making 

many useless attempts. They followed 
down I he mountain si reams in the I 'ass 
river where Ihey built their Ihirtl oiillil 
of boats. They struck I he Stewart river 
about .'[."ill miles from it mouth and suc- 
ceeded in reaching Dawson without fur- 
ther accident. 

Harry Scott, il well-known Dawson 
young man was drowned in a boating 
accident, mi the morning of June ">, 
With Alfred Bate he started down tin- 
Klondike river in a IVtorhnrn canoe. 
The boat swamped in a stretch of rough 
water. Bale succeeded in reaching shore 
hut Scull wenl down after drifting with 
the ea one for half a mile. Several peo- 
ple witnessed the accident bin were un- 
able ti» render assistance. 

t News of the drowning of two miners 
in Hunker creek reached Dawson just 

'as one of the up-river boats was leav- 
ing- The names of the unfortunates 
could not he learned. The accident oc- 
curred in the Klondike river at the mouth 
of Hunker creek. 

Indians from the White river have 
reported the murder of an unknown white 
miner by other Indians. They brought 
pari of his effects to the Mounted l'ol'ne 
station but nothing by which the identi- 
ty of the man could be learned. 



Winnipeg, who have been on the Sti- 
kine trail since April, l.SDS, and suffered 
terribly; Albert Hill, Thomas Former 
and F. J. Eden of Vancouver, who took 
in eight tons or butter, mill;, tobacco and 
sugar; William Staple, Victoria, with 
horses and supplies; IT. Mermin, J. Birds- 
ley, T. Cameron, Alexander -Matthews, 
G-. Matthews and sou and T. France, of 
Victoria, with ten tons of feed aud pro- 
visions; Miss Sadie OTIarn, Winnipeg; 
L. Williams and George Keys, New 
Westminster, with seven Ions of pro- 
visions and five beef steers, which sold 
rapidly. Four old miners, Edward Dion, 
Napoleon Letourneau, Fortunnt Bellin- 
ger and Napoleon Delanger, headed a 
party of IfS from St. Thomas, Quebec, 
that floated down the river on big scows. 
They took 70(1 pairs of Canadian hoots 
for the market.
